All Works must be delivered at the Society's Gallery, free of any expense or 
charge to the Society, on the days appointed for their reception; and all such 
Works must be removed from the premises of the Society within one week after the 
Close of the Exhibition. The Society will not only be irresponsible for the safe 
keeping or return of any Works left beyond that period, but will also charge ware^ 
house-room for the same. 

No Work sent for Exhibition, and accepted, can be removed until the close of 
the Exhibition. 

Every possible care will be taken of Works forwarded for Exhibition, but the 
Society will not be responsible for accidental injury or loss ; nor can the Society in 
future receive any Works packed in cases; all such Works must be forwarded to a 
London agent to be unpacked and delivered.

George, daughter of Madame de Monglat, and the queen's ooafesaor, Fath^ir 
Sancy.
